with a large sheet of cardboard bear- 
ing the words "small-pox here," and 
to-day no less than eighty-six houses 
are decorated with these placards.

that there are 120 cases in the in- 
fected district, but Dr. E Stout, who 
by the way, has vaccinated over 400 
people during the past week says he

2<X> people have the 


Passing through the 
stricken district, one is struck by the 
awful and unnatural quiet that pre- 
vails, aud this silence is so impressive 
that it, cannot but affect the bravest 
The deserted streets, the closed 
houses, the placards, and the strings 
of crape fluttering from many door- 
knobs make the district anything but 
pleasant for a nervous person.

Last year lie 
traveled over 15,000 miles; carries on a 
correspondence of about 125 letters and 
postal cards a month, besides circular 
letters. Since his work began, less than 
two years ago, the associations have in- 
creased from 16 to 4-5; the college associ- 
ations from 6 to 17. Now, about twenty 
men give their time to the work. Tin's 
work cost for fifteen months, from the 
last convention to the close of 188], the 
sum of 81.000. The state secretary can 
not reach more than one-third of the pln- 
ces calling tor his aid. There is much 
need of more volunteer labor.
